Arctic Chills 


Freezing weather in Mex- 
iA ico's northern states 
claimed at least 92 lives 
during the last three weeks of 
December. From Tijuana to Ciudad 
Juarez, most of the victims were the 
elderly and infants who suffered 
fatal respiratory complications 
brought on by the arctic cold wave. 
Icy winds knifing into the tropics 
from Siberia left Thais shivering in 
the coldest weather in nearly half a 
century. Authorities in northern Chi- 
ang Mai Province set up an emer- 
gency center andissued appeals for 
thousands of blankets and winter 
clothes to protect villagers unac- 
customed to the near-freezing tem- 
peratures. 

The most severe cold blast of the 
season sent temperatures plunging 
to 40 below zero across the upper 
midwestern United States. Five 
people were reported to have died 
in the widespread cold spell, includ- 
ing two homeless men in New York.

A blast of arctic air joined

winter storm which brought much of 
the eastern U.S. and Maritime 
Canada to a standstill. Snow and 
freezing rain delayed millions of air 
and rail travelers, and closed 
schools, businesses, and airports in 
the region. Major highways in Que- 
bec were partially closed after three 
people died in a multiple-car pileup 
on the Trans-Canada Highway. A 
massive power failure forced thou- 
sands of residents in West Virginia 
to huddle together and burn fire- 
wood to keep warm in the midwinter 

_ freeze. 


Summer Fires 


A state of emergency was 

declared in New South 

Wales after an eastern 
Australia heat wave sparked more 
than 90 wildfires. At least three peo- 
ple were killed and more than 1,160 
square miles of bush were 
destroyed. Low humidity and tem- 
peratures soaring to over 105 
degrees made the firestorms the 
most severe in the region since 
1968. Hundreds of army personnel 
joined firefighters to battle the 
blazes, especially around metropoli- 
tan Sydney, where several neigh- 
borhoods were threatened. 


Earthquakes 

China's disaster-plagued 
KS] county of Gonghe, in Qing- 

hai Province, was rocked 
by a magnitude 6.3 temblor which 
injured three people when their 
houses were wrecked. The same 
area was struck by a stronger quake 
in 1990; and it suffered a devastat- 
ing flood when a dam burst last 
August. 

Earth movements also were felt 
in southern Spain, southern Italy, 
southwest British Columbia, Mex- 
ico’s Oaxaca coast, Venezuela, and 
the city of San Francisco.
